DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C* 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 4-6, 8-14 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over the admitted prior art (Figs. 
1 and 2) in view of Talbert- 

The admitted prior art discloses a strengthened mirror 
structure comprising a planar reflection mirror having a 
reflection surface (Fig. 2, 17) and a back surface (see back 
surface of 17) and at least a strengthening element on the back 
surface of the planar reflection mirror (13) . The strengthening 
element comprises a plurality of screw holes formed on opposite 
ends of the strengthening element and formed on portions of the 
strengthening element that do not cover the planar reflection 
mirror (see 18 and Fig. 2) . The each screw passes through one 
of the screw holes for securing the strengthening element to an 
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object (see Fig- 2) . The strengthening element has planar shape 
for uniformly strengthening the planar reflection mirror (see 13 
in Fig. 2) . There is a screen (Fig. 1, 11) for a rear 
projection television (10) . However, the admitted prior art 
does not disclose the strengthening element that is stuck on the 
back of the planar reflection mirror through an adhesive. 

Talbert discloses the strengthening element (Fig. 3, 26) 
that is stuck on the back of the planar reflection mirror (A) 
through an adhesive (30) , glue or twin adhesive (30 and 32 and 
column 5, lines 25-31. The strengthening element is smaller 
than the reflection mirror (see Fig. 6b and Fig. 7) . The 
strengthening element is wider than the planar reflection mirror 
(see Fig. 3, compare A with 26) . 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to use the strengthening element of Talbert for the purpose 
of light weight due to honeycomb verse a solid strengthening 
member . 

3. Claims 7 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being obvious over the admitted prior art in view of Talbert, 
and further in view of Stang. 

The admitted prior art in view of Talbert discloses the 
claimed invention as set forth above except that the honeycomb 
plate is formed of aluminum or paper. Stang discloses a 
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strengthening element that is aluminum honeycomb (column 4, 
lines 49-51) . It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to use honeycomb of Stang for the purpose of 
creating even lighter strengthening element. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
rejection.
